We have been informed of a recent criminal investigation involving an adult male who has volunteered at our school 
for the past six years. It was alleged that sexual misconduct occurred by the alleged offender towards students of 
Thornton Creek Elementary School. The investigation ended prior to any investigative outcomes as the alleged 
offender is now deceased. 


Parents may understandably be concerned that any trusted adult who may have had contact with their child was being 
investigated for sexual misconduct. Additionally, we realize the subject of inappropriate contact is a difficult topic to 
approach with children. The District and school shares these concerns and fully cooperated with the Seattle Police 
Department. 


I wanted to make sure that all of our families have the most up to date resources and support related to the topic. I 
have been in contact with our local experts at Harborview Center for Sexual Assault and Traumatic Stress
